Suva' on March 20, comes the news oi 
a most disastrous nurrlcane, which 
vislteil the Fiji group on the 13th and 
14th 
'of the present month. 
As the 
steamer left on the 15th very few par- 
ticulars were available from any of 
the out-districts of the island of Ova- 
iau, 
on nhlch is situated the old capi- 
tal of Kevuka. There the damage was 
very Extensive, both to houses 
shipping, and it is reported that seven 
natives were killed. Suva escaped the 
blow, but it is almost certain thai 
when the districts on the east of Vitl 
Levu are heard from further damage 
will be reported. 
Mr. Hatch, of the 
Colonial Sugar 
Company, who was coming down from 
Lautoka in the steamer Adi Rarogo to 
Join the Taviuni at Suva, states that 
he got a telephone message Just, be- 
fore leaving, saying that the compa- 
ny's mill at Ba had been very severely 
damaged.

- SHORT ON POI 


Honolulu is short on poi. The natives 


who subsist largely on the translucent 
'paste are at'their wits' end to know 
'how to get their favorite food. 


The natives ^themselves say that the 


reason of the famine is that the taro 
is sick, that Is to say, the plant from 
which the pol is made is being ravaged 
this year by an insect pest. 


Whatever the cause may be, the fact 


remains that the price of pol is ad- 
vancing by leaps and bounds. A few 
months ago a barrel of poi could be 
had for six bits. Today the Chinamen 


1 who control the industry are asking 
'$2 -for a barrel. 
] The poorer Hawaiian families hardly 
!know what to do. They must have poi 
jand plenty of it, but they can't afford 
to pay the price. Their only resource 
is to mix equal parts of flour and poi 
together, and>this method of economy 
is now being very generally practiced 
all over Honolulu. 


Good and bad pnl years seem to al- 


ternate. A year ago poi was almost a 
drug in the market; now Its price is 
orcing it into the class of luxuries.
